The Examiner has asked the applicants to elect between two species set forth in 
the elected claims of Group I, claims 1-30 and 59-67. The first species includes claims 
where the solid support is integral part of the reaction vessel and the second species 
includes claims where the solid support is integral to the reaction vessel. 

Applicants elect as a species those claims where the solid support is 
an integral part of the reaction vessel. 
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The elected species reads on claims 13-24 and 65-67 and are 
encompassed by claims 1-9, 11-12. 

Applicants respectfully traverse the inclusion of claim 1 1 with the two claims 9 
and 10 that are expressly limited to having solid supports are not an integral part of the 
reaction vessel. Claim 1 1 merely recites a preferred component of the solid support as a 
hydrogel, the location of the solid support within the vessel is no set forth in any manner. 
The fact that the specification exemplifies an non-integral solid support with a hydrrogel 
on its surface is irrelevant to its being encompassed by one species or another. Thus 
claim 1 1 depending directly from claim 1 properly falls within the claims encompassing 
either of the two species.
